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Grand Jury

The Kush County Grand Jury 
hat indicted a man for pausing 
a death while driving under the 
influence, and has been placed 
in Kush County Jail to await 
arraignm ent on the charge. 
Retiring near noon today, the 
jury came up with a true bill 
after hearing witnesses through 
out the day Tuesday. 
The bill charges Jumes A 
Riley, Knightstown, in tre death 
of Ann C. Kinman, 9, on July 8 
a short distance south of Rush- 
ville on highway 3. 
Riley was charged at the time 
with, driving under the influence, 
and

on

preliminary 
charge of reckless homicide. 
Prosecutor William B. Keaton 
says the trud bill by the Grand 
Jury is stronger than the pre­ 
liminary charge, with mandato­ 
ry provisions upon conviction 
not carried in the preliminary 
charge. 
'In. other action, 'the Grand 
Jury recommends that the 55 
miles per hour south on highway 
3 to the railroad crossing be re­ 
duced to 35 miles per hour, due 
to the congestion along this high­ 
way. This recommendation will 
be made to the Indiana State 
Highway Commission. 
Inspection of the jaii 
and 
county home were a part of the 
Grand. Jury duty, and the re­ 
port gives approval to the man­ 
agement and operation of the 
county jail, but that the physi­ 
cal plant is in deplorable con­ 
dition, 
and recommends that 
“any and all” steps be taken to 
correct 
this 
situation. 
Going 
further in their recommendation 
the Grand Jury recommends re­ 
placement of the jail, stating 
the present plant is 'beyond re ­ 
modeling. 
In regard to the county home 
approval was given to condition, 
operation, and management of 
the facility.

School Building 
With Timetable

Unforseen 
complications 
in 
maintaining the projected tima 
schedule for the constructon and 
planning of two new elementary 
schools for the Rushville Consol­ 
idated School System led to a 
unamimous vote by members of 
the School Board at a special 
meeting last night to accept a 
recommendation by architects 
for the project to delay occupa­ 
tion of the new buildings until 
September 1, 1974. 
In presenting tfee report from 
the 
architects, 
Superintendent 
Eugene Huddleston noteJ that 
“it appears now at this point 
that our projected building pro­ 
gram 
is approximately ihrce 
weeks behind schedule,” and it 
it appears that there are "too 
many unanswered questions at 
this point to try to' get on sche­ 
dule pertaining to things which 
are needed to be worked out.” 
He also noted that even if the 
schedule were accepted, it is 
very unlikely that the buildings 
will be under roof before bad 
weather, due to forseeable de­ 
lays in the processing of the 
plans through, necessary chan­ 
nels, for approval. 


Mr. Huddleston noted that he 
was advised that through main­ 
taining the present timetable 
the noted delay would most pro­ 
bably put off occupation of the 
buildings until at least January 
1973. 
The Superintendent related the 
inform,a,lion supplied to him. by 
the architect recommending, 'that 
the Corporation should seriously 
consider postponing the securing 
of building bids to a more favor­ 
able time. According to Mr. 
Huddleston, the architect point 
ed out that “almost assuredly,” 
if bids were taken at the first 
of January, they would be more 
favorable because at this time 
more contractors are looking for 
summer work.

gard to the project and to show 
them the completed plans. “This 
nay the public will really know 
what is going on, and I think 
that that is very import,ant,” 
In addition to the report on 
the school building project, the 
board members also spent a 
lengthy evening reviewing the 
proposed budget for the 1973 
year. 
, Mr. Huddleston reported to 
the members of the board that 
the 1973 proposed budget shows 
a net increase of only $37,765. 
“For a $3,300,000 business to in­ 
crease only $38,825 (for men in­ 
crease of Total General Fund) 
tells us something,” Superinten­ 
dent Huddleston noted. He attri­ 
buted the economical trend in 
the budgetary m atters to “ Some 
decisions which the board of ed­ 
ucation has made, and some 
good decisions which school ad­ 
ministrators, faculty, and em ­ 
ployes have made which have 
effected the budget.” He also 
noted that various other circum­ 
stances have an effect on the 
budget. 
Decisions which the Board of 
Education has made which ac­ 
cording to the superintendent, 
have had a good effect on the 
budget for 1973 include: 
the 
maintaining of one less principal 
in the system by using one prin­ 
ciple for two schools, the hiring' 
of 5.4 less teachers accomodat­ 
ed through the moving of the 
Junior High pupils from Manil­ 
la to Arlington, and the closing 
of Jackson school. He also noted 
budgetary influences from the 
teachers and replacements in re­ 
gard to salary, the hiring of 
one less secretary, one less bus 
route, and one less, custodian. 
"I think we have done the 
things we were challenged to do 
Mr. Huddleston stated. He not­ 
ed that a normal increase in 
net budget in a year for a cor­ 
poration this size is ove.* $l'J0 
thousand. 


Concerning the 1972 financial 
situation, Mr. Huddleston stat­ 
ed that "we are in a very fav­ 
orable position this year, espec­ 
ially compared to school corpor­ 
ations around our area” and 
that, “We’re definitely going to 
live within our1 budget, and the 
projected state revenue is going 
to come in as anticipated, ju t­ 
ting us in a very good position 
at mid year. 
Mr. 
Huddleston 
noted 
that 
some money which is budget­ 
ed is never used, but he point­ 
ed out that this money which i« 
not spent can be applid for tv ,xi 
year, and this in turn helps the 
tax rate. 
Mr. Huddleston presented fig­ 
ures showing that Rushville Con­ 
solidated Schools has the lowest 
total school rate of 19 surround­ 
ing school corporations, with a 
total school rate of 4.76. < A 
comparison table will be pub­ 
lished Friday). 
The board consented to review 
the budget after individual study 
at the next regular school board 
meeting. By law the board must 
adopt its budget by the last 
Thursday in August. 
Mr. Huddleston noted that it 
is very possible that there will 
be fluctuations in the proposed 
$371065 figure, which makes up 
the 1973 budget. 
In other special business, the 
board reviewed open bids for 
coal, fuel oil, gasoline, oil, bus 
lubrications, and milk. Econo­ 
my Oil Co. was awarded the 
bid for supplying fuel oil for 
the consolidation at a price of 
15.4 cents per gallon, with a pos­ 
sible 1 per cent discount for 
payment of bills within 10 days 
of invoice date.

It’s Not A Right—It’s A Privilege: Brundage

SANTA BARBARA,

(AP) — "Nobody has a right to 
get into the Olympics,” Avery 
Brundage said, leaning back in 
his red leather swivel chair and 
letting his eyes gsse out over 
'the: Pacific. "It's not a right—' 
it’s a privilege. 
"The Olympics are not just a 
competition to see who can run 
the fastest or throw the far­ 
thest. Thsy’re .not. a world, 
championship. They’re unique. 
They’re an ideal. They can't be 
changed by anybody.” 
At 84, scarred by a thousand 
battles and preparing after SO 
years to step out as president 
of the International Olympic 
Committee, the crusty Chicago 
millionaire is still unbendable 
in Ms delante of the purity of 
sports end the sacredness of 
the unsofled amateur. 
"There are two kinds of com­ 
petitors,” he added, "those who 
are interested in sports tor 
sports' sake and the ones inter­ 
ested for financial reasons. 
Why should the pros want a 
medal? Let them bold their 
own world chafnpiofisMp If they 
wish. The Olympics will always 
remain amateur.” 
Years of vilification have stif­ 
fened rather than softened this 
crochety, 
controversial 
'Co­ 
lossus of Olympic idealism. 
Painted at a tyrant, an unrea­ 
listic old man still living in the 
Middle Ages, he has been pillo­ 
ried in a dozen languages, 
"My legacy is a dear con­ 
science and a thick akin,” 
Brundage said in a recent in­ 
terview. 
-He was sitting in a sparsely 
furnished first-floor office of 
the Montecito Country dub, 
one of the few properties be 
has retained. 
Brundage Ives alone in a 
newly-constructed "penthouse' 
stop the chib. His wife, Eliza­ 
beth, died a year ago. They had 
no cMldem. The penthouse is 
barren, not fully decorated, 
with Avery’s papers and Olym­ 
pic effects strewn all over the 
place: 
The shelves of a huge cabi­ 
net, which once strained. uAder 
the weight of priceless jade and 


other Oriental art treasures, 
were empty. 
Over the years, Brundage 
amassed one of the world's big­ 
gest collections of Chinese art'. 
He gave the entire collection— 
valued at between $30 million 
and $40 million—to San Fran­ 
cisco, which placed it in a spe­ 
cial museum at Golden State 
Park. 
About six times a year the 
bustling, globe-girdling Olympic 
boss sneaks away to this quiet, 
pleasant resort—once the play­ 
ground of millionaires —to get 
his breath and stoke up for new 
wars to fight. 
His U.S. headquarters is atop 
Chicago's LaSalle Hotel, which 
he recently sold for $10 million. 
There he maintains two shifts 
of secretaries, one reporting at 
9 p.m., to handle his vol­ 
uminous correspondence. 
He also has an office in Lau­ 
sanne, Switzerland, the IOC 
base, but much of his work is 
done in the first-class lounge of 
trans-continental 747s. He is 
constantly on the move, aver­ 
aging three trips around the 
world a year. 
"I can only sleep three hours 
at a time,” Brundage said. 
"Some of my best work is done 
in the middle of the night. I 
usually go to bed at around 1 
a.m. and I’m up at 7.” 
For a man 20 years beyond 
the normal retirement age, 
Brundage is a remarkable fig­ 
ure. Straight as a poker, he 
walks with a brisk step. He 
seems to have an inexhaustible 
source of energy and vitality. 
He expressed his viewpoints in 
strong, ringing tones. 
A six-footer, balding, with 
horn-rimmed glasses perched 
on a bulbous nose, he has a 
thick, 17-inch neck, powerful 
shoulders and hands that re­ 
flect the days when he pushed 
a wheel harrow and mixed con­ 
crete. 
He has retaind the athletic 
build of younger days when he 
was America’s best all-around 
athlete and a .frustrated, nonme­ 
dalist in the decathlon and pen- 
tathlon events in the 1912 Olym­ 
pics at Stockholm. 
"The all-around was a cate­ 
gory at the time,” he ex­ 
plained. "It was 10 events in 


one day with a five-minute rest 
in between. Sometimes you 
were on the field as long as 
seven hours.” 
“It was tough, requiring en­ 
durance. I wasn’t exceptional 
in any particular sport but was 
fair in all of them and I had 
endurance. 1 worked 10 hours a 
day on my job and trained at 
night and on Saturdays and 
Sundays.” 
"I thought I was going to 
break every record at once. 
"The coach told me I was 
working too hard. He was right. 
When I got to the Olympics, I 
was stale.” 
Brundage, born, in .Detroit, 
moved to GMcago at the age of 
six after his mother and father 
had separated. He was reared 
by aunts and uncles. He studied 
engineering at the University of 
Illinois, and upon graduation, 
became a construction superin­ 
tendent, building skyscrapers 
before starting a business of Ms 
own. 
His fortune escalated. He 
prospered in real estate, hotel 
ownership and investments, lost 
almost everything in the 1929 
stock market crash but rebuilt 
during the depression by buy­ 
ing stock in depressed com­ 
panies at a few cents on the 
dollar. 
He succeeded Gen. Douglas 
Mac Arthur as president of the 
U.S. Olympic Committee in 
1928 and in 1952 became head 
of the IOC. Throughout, he has 
remained a staunch defender of 
the ideals of Baron de Couber- 
tin, who established the Modern 
Olympics in 1896. 
"The Olympics are important 
everywhere except the United 
States,” 
he said gloomily. 
"Over here, everything is com­ 
mercial, we are interested only 
in professional aporta. We are 
becoming a nation of specta­ 
tors.” 
Brundage said colleges are 
little more than incubators for 
the pros, producing halfbacks, 
pitchers and basket-stuffers. 
"It’s hyprocritical and dishon­ 
est.”Dressed in s dark suit, white

B' r u. n d. a g e bristled when 
asked about the move in some 
quarters to dilute the authority 
of the IOC and democratize the 
Games, giving atMetes a voice 
in the1 conduct of the move­ 
ment. 
"Who else would take the 
time or spend the money?” de­ 
manded the construction ty­ 
coon, who reportedly spends 
$50,000 a year of his personal 
money in Olympic work. "This 
is an idealiatic enterprise. 
"It was conceived by de Cou­ 
bertin and the movement w#s 
wiled to the committee.

The weather report today recorded a 
drought continuing in California. A 
month ago, the grassy hills near San 
Francisco were brown. Phoenix had had 
little rain this winter, then a flash flood 
came. North Dakota, and the states in 
the path of hurricane Agnes were also 
victims of flooding. Last year. Rush 
County had a hail storm. Some years in 
Rush County, the ground was so wet in 
April and May that it was difficult to 
get the crops planted on schedule. Other 
years, July and August are bereft of rain, 
and the farmers worry for fear the crops 
will be limited because it does take rain 
during the tasseling apparently to polli­ 
nate and produce the corn. Sometimes 
after the corn is planted on time, rains 
continue and the seed rots in the ground 
and the grain has to be replanted. 
This is all adding up to tne fact that 
farmers are the biggest gamblers in the 
world. They are born optimists, but they 
reckon with factors about which they 
have no control. In golf, in football, bas­ 
ketball, or in horse racing, you can bet 
on the winner and look up statistics on 
skill, past performance, and stable pre­ 
dictable factors before placing your bets 
or making your decisions as to who will 
be the winner. But in farming, there is 
no way. Weather just can’t be controlled. 
Last year when the com crop broke 
records in production, the stevadores at 
the harbors went on strike so there could 
tie no shipping overseas. Trucks for haul­ 
ing were booked up weeks in advance. 
railroad cars had nowhere to take the 
grain . . . so, as a result, the price drop­ 
ped to the all-time low since the depres­ 
sion in the thirties. In some years in the 
past, the com borers, or a fungus hits 
and the crop is diminished. 
The price of com, soybeans, wheat, 
pigs, and steers often bob up and down 
like a yo*yo, but farmers keep on farm­ 
ing. They say they do it because they 
love the'land, and love to see things 
grow. They like to use new and better 
methods to improve production, but may­ 
be they also keep farming because they

are born gamblers. They pit their skill 
and know-how against odds that would 
even frighten “Nick the Greek.” 
For those who fed their grain to live­ 
stock, this has been a good year. The rain 
this past weekend was needed, and many 
fields are now tasseling corn. From hour 
to hour, it seems that you can almost see 
the corn grow! So, if the prices could be 
pegged, possibly this fall all farmers will 
be able to write off the year in the black 
rather than the red. To have a profit and 
be abe to pay something on farm mort­ 
gages will make 1972 a year to remember.

GOP Fearful 
Of Hoodlums 
At Convention 
MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 
Expressing concern about re­ 
ports of public pot smoking and 
skinny dipping by demonstra­ 
tors, during the Democratic 
National Convention, local Re­ 
publican leaders have called 
for strict enforcement of laws 
when the GOP conclave opens 
in Miami Beach next month. 
Robert Rosasco, Dade County 
Republican 
chairman, 
said 
Monday the party’s Miami, at­ 
torneys have been instructed to 
take whatever action is neces­ 
sary to assure that no special 
treatment is afforded con­ 
vention protesters. 
“Our position is that every­ 
one, delegate and nondelegate, 
be treated equally under the 
law,” Rosasco said. “During 
the 
Democratic convention, 
there was only lip service given 
to this equal treatment con­ 
cept.’’ 
Particularly distressing;, said 
the GOP chairman, were .re­ 
ports that some of 'the 1,500 
youthful demonstrators who 
camped out last week at Miami 
Beach’s Flamingo Park were 
permitted to smoke marijuana 
and swim nude in the park 
swimming pool. 
Rosasco said the party’s at­ 
torneys are considering a legal 
move to block protesters from 
using the 36-acre fenced park 
during the Republican con­ 


vention, which convenes Aug. 
21.“Letting them assemble there 
gives them added opportunity 
to plan and organize. If they 
are kept dispersed, they won’t 
be such a threat,” he said. 
Protest leaders have said 
they will again seek camping 
space for nondelegates next 
month. City Manager Clifford 
O’Key said last week that while 
he has made no commitment 
for the Republican meeting, he 
was generally satisfied with the 
conduct of demonstrators dur­ 
ing the Democratic convention.

lire. Alton is the wife of the 
new Indiana United Methodist 
bishop Dr. Ralph Taylor Alton. 
Her Immediate concern is to 
find a place to live but after that 
she hopes to return to her rote 
as speaker to church groups. 
Speaking, to Mrs. Alton, was the 
door that opened when singing 
aa a soloist was closed to her 
by a voice difficulty. 
“Something happened to my 
middle register,” Mrs. Alton 
said of her contralto singing 
voice. “But I found a bishop’s 
wife is expected to give speech­ 
es. 'So 1 picked up .some pointers 
on speaking and have been do­ 
ing that. I believe when one d ;nr 
shuts, another is opened.” 
In her own opinion, Mrs Alton 
doesn’t “ speak as well as 1 
sang” but she has accepted the 
new role. She had been a soloist 
on numerous occasions and had 
trained to be a professional mu­ 
sician. “I intended to be a solo­ 
ist but one of my professors, 
said I should also prepare to 
teach music in case something 
happened to my voice.” 
So Mrs. Alton, who studied at 
Ohio Wesleyan University and 
Ohio State University, got her 
degree in education and taught 
music in Ohio schools before she 
and her family moved to Madi­ 
son, Wis. 12 years ago. Alton 
had been pastor of several Ohio 
churches before he was elevated 
to a bishop in 1960 and assign­ 
ed to Wisconsin. 
The Altons lived in a house 
with a big: lawn in Sun Prairie, 
a Madison, Wis. suburb, but 
the bishop’s wife said their plans 
for Indianapolis are to live in 
a townhouse—with no lawn for 
the bishop to mow. She said the 
decision was reached after In­ 
diana church officials advised 
them the bishop and his family 
were not required to entertain 
large groups in their home. 
“ Everytime Ralph set aside a 
day to mow the grass, it seemed 
to rain,” Mrs. Alton recalled of 
their struggles with the lawn. 
“ I 
it ie more important 
to do the work of the church 
than run e motel,” she said of 
the role some bishops' wives 


take 
as hostess 
with e big 
house. 
The Altons both were born in 
Ohio, Mrs. Alton at Columbus 
and the bishop at Deerfield. 
They have two married children, 
Mrs. Harold Thor Hansen, Wau­ 
sau, Wis., and Bruce Alton, 
Billings, Mont. “We have four 
grandchildren,” Mrs. Alton add­ 
ed. “We called the children aft­ 
er the new assignments were 
made and I sang 'Beck Home 
in Indiana ’ But I don't know 
where I qualify for that ‘back 
home’ part. Wre never hive 
lived in Indiana before.” 
With the children grown, Mrs. 
Alton has been able to travel 
more often with her husband 
and 
they 
“went 
around 
the world twice in three trips.” 
Mrs. Alton explained this came 
about by one trip to Africa, not 
to the Orient and a third trip 
around the world. 
The new bishop has just ended 
his work as president of the 
United Methodist Committee on 
Overseas Relief, which handles 
emergency aid to disaster areas 
throughout the world. One1 cf the 
choices made by the Altons just 
before coming to Indiana was 
whether to accept a new Cadil­ 
lac car which Wisconsin Meth­ 
odists were preparing to give 
them, or have the money go to 
the Committee on Overseas Re­ 
lief. 
They designated that the mon­ 
ey go for food and medical aid 
for hungry, ill and wounded 'peo­ 
ple instead of for a new car.

Strike, the Republican nominee 
for governor of Utah. 
Miss Hobson told a news con­ 
ference 'Tuesday she believed 
the 50 contenders at the Junior 
Miss Pageant at Mobile, Ala., 
were about equally split in sup­ 
porting Nixon and McGovern. 
Miss Strike said she backs 
Nixon because she believes he 
has done a good job as Presi­ 
dent. She said she hopes to go 


to the Republican National Con­ 
vention next month as a Nix- 
onette 
—or 
more 
formally, 
“Young Women for the Presi­ 
dent.” 
“ I’m for McGovern because 
he is a man of ideals,” Miss 
Hobson said. “I think this coun­ 
try is in desperate need of 
ideals today.”

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Man’s Environment In Peril, Says Purdue Man At Stockholm 


WEST LAFAYETTE Ind. - 
“All human endeavor is recant 
on a wholesome environment 
may be conducted. Through ade­ 
quate planning, the impact of 
urban blight can be mitigated 
or reduced.” 


This was the theme of a key­ 
note address given by Prof. H. 
Dan Corbin, chairm an of re­ 
creation education at Purdue 
University, at the United Na­ 
tions Conference on the Human 
Environment in Stockholm, Swe­ 
den, last month. 


Nearly 6,000 delegates repre­ 
senting 115 nations throughout 
the world, including Communist 
China, attended the UN confer­ 
ence—the first of its kind ever 
held. Corbin said, ‘This is in­ 
dicative of a genuine concern 
over the critical nature of this 
problem on a global scale. 


Corbin addressed a seminar 
on recreation, indusrial and ur­ 
ban blight. He wras one of two 
delegates to the conference re ­ 
presenting the International Re­ 
creation Association. 


UN member nations were re­ 
presented by govern men tal de­ 
legates as well as many quasi- 
public organizations interested 
in health, recreation, environ­ 
ment, pollution, and population 
control. Among U. S. personali­ 
ties representing such groups 
were Hugh Downs and M argar­ 
et Mead. 
Corbin discussed water 
an* 
and noise pollution as well as 
population growth as factors in­ 
volved in “ recreations depen­ 
dency on 'the enviornment. 
He concluded that “ Recrea­ 
tions 
dependency on 
suitable 
space in a wholesome «citing is 
a vital concern. The quality of 
the environment in which it is 
conducted is a m ajor tactcr in 
the benefits 
to be extracted 
'from participation. Environmen­ 
tal deterioration needlessly de­ 
prives us of the full use of in­ 
calculable acreage on land and 
in the waterways. The problem 
will not vanish without a con­ 
certed effort. 
He pointed out that the reduc­ 


ed value of such otherwise in­ 
valuable facilities as the Poto­ 
mac River in Washington. D. C., 
and Lake Erie in the U. S and 
Lake Geneva in Switzerland and 
France is an unfortunate indict­ 
ment of a mismanaged environ­ 
ment. 


“Anyone who has visited Swit- 
zerlands Lake Geneva is bound 
to think of it as possibly Eur- 
ropes most beautiful lake,’’ he 
said. “ Regrettably, it is turning 
Into a pool of .pollution. Out­ 
ward appearances to the con­ 
trary, fish are dying with a 
black layer of rotting vegeta­ 
tion covering the once-shir ing 
floor. Visibility has been reduc­ 
ed from 45 feet to but six feet.” 


As an example of m ism anage­ 
ment in the U. S., Corbin cited 
the case of New York's Consoli­ 
dated Edison atomic plant on 
the Hudson River, where fish 
were sucked into the cooling 
system due to defective screen. 
After 
conservationists 
com­ 
plained of the fish kill, they 


corrected the leaky screen and 
dumped 150,000 dead dish back 
into the river. “ After all, was it 
not the handiest way »o dispose 
of them ?” 
Increasing numbers of signs 
that “ This w ater is a health 
hazard” are evidence in our n a­ 
tion's capital of proof realized 
through test samples that many 
public waterways are infected 
with pollutants which may, on 
contact, bring about hepatitis, 
gastroenteritis and typhoid. 
Air pollution has reached so 
deplorable a state that smog 
in the Los Angeles area now fre­ 
quently extends to Palm Springs 
110 miles away. Physical educa­ 
tion classes in Los Angeles pub­ 
lic 
schools 
are cancelled on 
those days when smog reaches 
critical levels. 
* ‘ .Any environmenta 1. in.flucr.ce 
that affects one's health and po 
tential for full living impairs 
the impact that leisure tim e pur­ 
suits and recreation in its broad­ 
cast sense can yield.” He ask­ 
ed. “ What is there to keep smog 
from traveling past a country’s 


borders to constitute an inter­ 
national problem ?” 
An examination of noise pollu­ 
tion reveals that urban noise 
is rising by one decibel a year. 
Should it continue at this rate, 
well-informed scientists project 
that 
everyone 
will 
be 
stone 
deaf by the year 2,000. “ Urban 
din and serentiy are on a colli­ 
sion course! Can humans ♦hrive 
and enjoy recreational pursuits 
amidst 
t e n s i o n - producing 
noise?” 
At the present rate of growth., 
the world population of 3.5 bil­ 
lion will double by the year 
2,000. According to George Wald 
control of world population is 
“our only chance of a meaning­ 
ful survival.” 
A recent report by the Com­ 
mission on. Population Growth 
and the American Futuro says 
population growing at the three- 
child per family rate will exert 
great pressure on outdoor recre­ 
ation resources — so great that, 
rather than “ getting aw ay” to 
the outdoors, people will be ap­ 
plying for admission to it.

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Golden Gate Bridge Alluring Suicide Spot 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 
Foi those who want to die, 
there's no more alluring suicide 
spot in this country than the 
Golden Gate Bridge. 
The graceful span, which has 
inspired songwriters and poets 
since it opened in 1937. has also 
drawn at least 456 persons to 
their deaths. 
The 230-foot plunge aver the 
burnt-orange 
railings 
lasts 
about three to five seconds. 
Six persons have leaped and 
sur\ ived. 
"This bridge is the most 
frequently used self-destruclkm 
site of any place outside the 
Orient." sa> s Dr. Richard H. 
Seiden, a University of Califor­ 
nia clinical psychologist and 
suicide expert. 
Why is lumping off the bridge 
such a popular way to end it 
all" 
It's an available, quick and 
sure means of death which re­ 
quires no preparation or ex- 
pense, Seiden says. 
But the publicity angle may 
be the major reason, he says. 
"Most people who kill them* 
selves are never reported on.” 
Seiden says. “But if you jump 
oti the bridge, you make the 
news It's a great attraction, 
particular!} if your life has 
been friendless and obscure. 
This way, you're going to be 
noticed.-' 
With 
the 
bridge's 
mys­ 
tique.” he adds, “some people 
consider it a glamorous way to 
die.” 
The suicide rate has fluc­ 
tuated yearly since the bridge 
opened, but it's shown a dra­ 
matic increase on the average 
over the past 10 years. 
Between 1962-67, an average 
ol 13 persons a year leaped 
from the bridge, Seiden says. 
The yearly average doubled—to 
26 persons—between 1968-71. 
So far this year, 21 persons 
have jumped, according to Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol statis­ 
tics. 
Golden Gate Bridge jumpers 
are predominantly white, male 
and tend to be younger than 
those who take their lives by 
other means, Seiden says. The 
average age is in the early 40s. 
.More than 90 per cent of the 
victims come from San Fran­ 
cisco. he adds. 
The number of persons pre­ 
vented from leaping off the 
bridge is about live times more 
than the number who succeed, 
says bridge general manager 
Dale W. Luehnng. 
"We've stopped literally hun­ 
dreds.” he says. 
Television cameras, mounted 
cm towers, sean the bridge 24 
hours a day. They are moni­ 
tored by bridge personnel, who 
v atch constantly for potential 
suicides. 
Roving patrols, trained by 
suicide prevention experts to 
spot possible suicides, stop and 
question persons loitering on 
the bridge. 
Those 
suspected 
of 
con­ 


templating suicide are taken 
off. 
Those prevention measures 
are effective to some degree, 
but they're not enough, insists 
Seiden. 
He and other suicide experts 
have been pushing hard for the 
replacement of the present low 
railings 
with 
eight-foot-high, 
pencil-thin steel barriers, which 
they say would completely pre­ 
vent further leaps.

Fight Grows 
In Quang Tri 
SAIGON (AP) — South Viet­ 
namese forces battled their 
way toward the walled Citadel 
in the heart of Quang Tri City 
today and reported 183 North 
Vietnamese killed in house-to- 
house fighting Tuesday. 
One government paratrooper 
unit was reported 100 yards 
from the southeastern corner of 
the 19th century fortress, and 
another was closing in from the 
northeast side. 
Initial reports said the North 
Vietnamese killed five govern­ 


ment soldiers and wounded 20 
in the fighting Tuesday. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
said 
three American Phantom jets 
bombed a South Vietnamese po­ 
sition six miles southeast of 
Quang Tri City by mistake, kill­ 
ing one government soldier and 
wounding 16. It was the third 
such U.S. bombing mistake re­ 
ported in two days and the 
fourth in two weeks near Quang 
Tri. A total of 11 South Viet­ 


namese killed and 51 wounded 
have been reported. Field offi­ 
cers blame the close quart in­ 
fighting. the often confused 
maneuvering of South Vietnam­ 
ese units and the presence of 
hundreds of U. S. planes in the 
air while almost all ground 
units are calling for support.

Aged Passes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House has voted to put new em­ 
phasis on health problems of 
America’s aged and perhaps 
find ways to slow the process of 
growing old. 
By 380 to 10. the House 
passed and sent to the Senate 
Tuesday a $20 million author­ 
ization bill to provide a new 
federal focal point for dealing 
with health needs of the elder­ 
ly. 
This, includes setting up a 
new national institute of aging 
within the existing National In­ 
stitutes of Health—an idea op­ 
posed by the Nixon adminis­ 
tration—and providing a grant 
program for mental health fa­ 
cilities to serve the aged.

LAFAYETTE, Ind. - An In­ 
diana haymaking field day em­ 
phasizing new low labor systems 
will b« held August 15 at the 
Southern Indiana Purdue Agri­ 
cultural Center, northeast of 
Jasper near the Dubois-Orange 
county line. 
Newest haymaking equipment 
will be demonstrated at 2 p.m. 
The afternoon program will be 
repeated at 6 o'clock that <?' e- 
ning. 
Equipment to be demonstrat­ 
ed includes a machine which 
compresses hay into stacks 
weighing a ton, a round baler 
which produces twine-tied, bales 
weighing up to 1,600 pounds and 
a round baler which turns out 
untied bales weighing up to 
1.500 pounds.

LAFAYETTE. Ind. — Don 
your homeowners policy need a 
check-up? Suppose a storm- 
felled 'tree ruins the expensive 
outdoor paneling on your wall. 
Or your neighbor 'takes a fall 
on your chipped sidewalk. Do 
you know how far your in­ 
surance would go to cover you,?1 
In these days of still soaring 
construction costs, high crime 
and liberal awards and liability 
cases, you could have less cov­ 
erage than you need, says Dr. 
Jan Armstrong, Extension con­ 
sumer marketing specialist at 
Purdue University. 
If you have not adjusted your 
homeowners policy in the last 
few years, you may be insured 
for less than 80' per cent of the 
value of your house. If that is 
the case, you may be in trouble. 
You’ll be in for a substantial 
loss if your home is destroyed 
by fire. And you. will get back 
less than replacement cost for 
damages done to any deprecia­ 
ble property. Your insurer, for 
instance, will depreciate the val­ 
ue of that panelled wall if you 
tape less than 80 per cent cov­ 
erage. 
One good way to make sure 
that your coverage never dips 
below the value you want is to 
have an “inflation guide en­ 
dorsement” which automatically 
hikes both your premium and 
coverage, says Dr. Armstrong. 
The premium and coverage 
would increase about 5 per cent 
in an area where home price's 
rise 4 per cent to 8 'per cent 
per year. 
When you review your cov­ 
erage, remember to check the 
contents of your home, too. Dr. 
Armstrong urges that if you 
have added furnishings or other 
property, make a record — even 
photograph them — and keep 
the details in a safety deposit 
box. 
Valuables such as jewels and 
furs may need to be covered 
separately under “scheduled, ar­ 
ticles endorsements.” Premiums 
on these vary by location and 
by the kinds of articles involved 
— costs are higher few goods 
that are1 more likely to be lost 
or stolen.

More Farmers 
Turn To 


FAYETTE, Ind. — Indiana 
f armers expect to harvest a rec­ 
ord aerea ga of soybeans this 
fall, but have reduced corn acre­ 
age below the level of the last 
two years. 
Statodadaral agricultural stat­ 
isticians at Purdue University 
estimate that tha state's har­ 
vested soybeai acreage will 
total 1.7 million aeras. This is 
10 per csnt larger than the 1971 
acreage and by far the largest 
tvsr recorded... 
Corn for grain acreage at 4.9 
million acres was 11 par cent be­ 
low the 1971 total ef 5.5 million 
acres, the statisticians said. 
Tha report did not include a 
yield projection on either of 
these major crops. 
Nationally, con acreage was 
estimated at 57.5 million acres, 
a If per cent drop from that of 
last year. Soybean acreage for 
harvest was set at 45.6 million 
acres, sight per cent larger than 
the 1971 acreage. 
With harvest of Indiana's 
wheat crop more than 25 per 
cent complete, the production ia 
expected to total 38 million bu­ 
shels, 15 per cent larger than 
the 1971 crop. Expected yield 
average of 45 bushels an acre 
waa unchanged from last year. 
The statisticians noted that 
some replanting of both corn 
and soybeans was necessary as 
a result of a June 11 frost, but 
added that “damage was mostly 
confined to northern sections of 
the state." 
Growth, while ahead of aver­ 
age, lagged behind the unusually 
fast 1971 growing rate, the stat­ 
isticians said. Both the late start 
of planting (because of a wet 
April) and tha relatively cool 
June temperatures were con­ 
tributing factors to tha slow 
growth. 
Indiana's 1972 oat crop at 11.4 
million bushels is 35 per cent 
smaller than in 1171. Tha 206,009 
acres lor harvest to 29 per cent 
smaller than last year, and the 
estimated 57-b u a h e 1-an-acre 
yield to six bushels below the 
1971 level. 
Smaller barley and rye crops 
ana also in prospect for Indiana 
farmers. Barley production to 
expected to bt down 10 par cent 
from last year and the rye crop 
is expected to be 31 per cent 
smaller than that of 1971. 
However, the late summer po­ 
tato crop to expected to be 16 
per cent larger than in 1971.

QUERIES AND QUOTES 
Q. I have a wisteria vine 
which grows quite rapidly but 
has never bloomed. Why? M. A., 
Greenville. 
A. Wisteria vines will often 
fail to bloom. First, check to 
see if flower bud formation does 
occur. In northern regions, the 
flower buds may have been 
damaged 
by 
severe 
winter 
weather. If flower buds do not 
occur, severe pruning of the 
new growth in late spring or 
early summer, or root pruning 
by cutting some of the roots a 
few feet from the trunk, will 
sometimes force bloom. Heavy 
applications of super phosphate 
may also be helpful. John A. 
Wott, Purdue University exten­ 
sion home environment horti­ 
culturist. 
Q. We recently moved into a 
'new home in a wooded area. I 
have been appalled to find nu­ 
merous larger dark brown cock­ 
roaches to and around the 


house. Can you tell, me why we 
are bothered by these roaches 
in our new home but never were 
in our house in town? 
A. The so-called woods cock­ 
roach normally lives to wooded 
areas. The male of this species 
is a good flier and may be at­ 
tracted to lights at night. Thus, 
they often enter homes built to 
or near wooded areas. Since the 
home is not their natural habi­ 
tat, they seldom reproduce there 
as do other roaches. Only an. 'Oc­ 
casional specimen will be seen 
there and then most likely dur­ 
ing the warm months of the 
year.

Although this can 
be justified, a pleasing appear­ 
ance shows that a woman cares 
about herself, is concerned 
about the way she looks and 
prefers not to make others feel 
uncomfortable in her presence. 
The number of women who 
look genuinely attractive in 
pants is somewhat limited. How­ 
ever, some women who have 
less than perfect proportions 
may be able to wear pants 
quite successfully provided they 
show the same good' taste in 
their choice of fabric and de­ 
sign for pants as for other types 
of outer wear.

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Organic Foods 


An Industry 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. — The U. 
S. market is. booming' for food 
items that are free from chemi­ 
cal contamination and, thus, are 
believed by many to be benefi­ 
cial to health, says Dr. Sandra 
Schlickcr, Extension foods and 
nutrition specialist at Purdue 
University. 
The sale of organic foods has 
grown into an industry* that 
grosses an estimated $400 mil­ 
lion a year. 
Organic food stores have bios- 
smed and supermarket chains 
have installed special organic 
food sections in their stores in 
an eager attempt to cash in on 
the boom. 
Their enthusiasm is not unex­ 
pected. In general, foods label­ 
ed 
“organic” 
can command 
prices anywhere from. 30 to 100 
per cent higher than normal 
foods. 
Foods grown organically (wdth 
out the benefit of chemical fer­ 
tilizers and pesticides) are more 
expensive to produce, says Dr. 
Schlicker. Much food is lost to 
insects and disease. Another fac­ 
tor that makes organic foods ex­ 
pensive is the amount of organ­ 
ic matter needed to grow these 
foods. 
Using organic matter means 
transporting huge amounts of 
it from where it accumulates 
—city garbage, manure from 
cattle country —to the farm, and 
the cost is huge. The same 
amount of plant nutrients can be 
supplied in much smaller quan­ 
tities of inorganic chemical fer­ 
tilizers. 
Recently, 
there 
has 
been 
much smaller quantities of inor­ 
ganic chamical fertilizers. 
Recently, there has been much 
doubt as to wether the higher 
cost of organic foods is really 
worth the money, says Dr. Sch­ 
licker. 
First, the United Fresh Fruit 
and Vegetable Association says 
that there is no such thing as 
an “organically grown” plant. 
Research has shown that ele­ 
ments essential to plant growth 
enter the plant in the inorganic 
form. If an element is original­ 
ly present fat the soil in organic 
combination, it cannot be utiliz­ 
ed by the plant until micro­ 
organisms in the soil break it 
dow to inorganic form. 
Also, using only organic fer­ 
tilizers means that any nutrient 
deficiency in the soil will be 
perpetuated and aggravated ra­ 
ther than remedied Organic fer­ 
tilizers can only return to' the 
soil the elements that soil yield­ 
ed in producing feed to be re­ 
cycled through the animals in 
order to produce manure for or­ 
ganic fertilizers. 
Second, there is reason to 
question the safety of organical­ 
ly grown foods. Organic fetiliz- 
ers are one of the greatest sour­ 
ces of salmonella, a micro-or­ 
ganism. which, causes a com­ 
mon form of food 'poisoning. 
Third, the greater cost of food 
that is claimed to be organical­ 
ly grown does not mean that 
these foods have a greater nu­ 
tritive value,., Studies conducted 
by the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration have shown that there 
is no significant difference in 
the nutritional values of food 
grown under organc or non-or- 
ganic conditions. 
Fourth, lawsuits are being fil­ 
ed accusing some markets of 
organic foods of swindling the 
public. The suits claim that 
many foods labeled organic are 
not. free of chemical fertilizers 
and 
pesticides. 
These 
foods 
w’hich are not different in any 
recognizable way from non-or- 
ganic food are not worth any- 
charged for them, 
thing near the prices being 
charged for them. 
There is nothing wrong with 
organically grown foods, says 
Dr. Schlicker. If they are grown 
closer to where they are sold.,, 
they are fresher and more flav­ 
orful than some foods that art 
shipped cross country. Howev­ 
er, they are expensive, and the 
greater cost of these goods is 
not providing consumers with a 
more nutritious diet.

Kids Learn About Nutrition In Experiment 


More than 2.500 Indianapolis 
fifth and sixth graders have re­ 
ceived a 'unique lesson in nutri­ 
tion in an unusual project which 
they did themselves. 
For several weeks, students m 
more 
than 
30 
metropolitan 
schools fed laboratory rats and 
watched them grow and devel­ 
op, 
carefully 
recording their 
weights and progress, as a part 
of a nutrition project to demon­ 
strate the effects of good and 
bad diets. The project was de­ 
vised my Marion County Exten­ 
sion youth agents Michael L. 
Whisler and Joseph H. Finneli 
to help teach youngsters the 
benefits of good nutrition. 
The rats were obtained from 
a firm which breeds laboratory 
rats under sanitary conditions 
for sale to researchers. One rat 
received, a well-balanced diet, .in­ 
cluding the Basic Four food 
groups, while the other receiv­ 
ed meals of soda pop, potato 
chips, cookies, and the like. 
“We are trying to demonstrate 
what a poor versus a good diet 
would do, so that the youngs­ 
ters could see graphically the 
effects and associate them with 
their own. lives,” said Agent Fto- 
nell. 
Rats w ere selected for the pro­ 
ject because they exhibit physi­ 
cal differences quickly. The rats 
receiving well balanced meals 
were obviously sleek, bright­ 
eyed, had good color, and were 
larger. The rats on poor diets 
were emaciaed, had poor coats 
tended to quarrel among them­ 
selves and were, obviously to 
poor condition. 


One teacher who used the ex­ 
periment in her classroom pb- 
served that it had a strong im­ 
pact on her class. 
“The .youngsters were very 
impressed with the effects of 
the good diet and because quite 
worried about the rats on the 
poor diet. In fact we put a 
‘bad diet’ rat on a good diet 
and found that he improved very’ 
rapidly.” 
The rats were placed in the 
schools in cages which, many of 
the students built themselves 
according 
to Agent 
Whisler 
Their diets were recorded by 
the students, and the rats were 
fed items from the school lunch 
menu, along with cereals, eggs, 
dried milk, etc.; while those on 
the bad diet ate things like 
cookies, cake, potato chips, and 
soda pop. 
‘The differences were obvi­ 
ous within as little as a week,” 
Agent Whisler noted. 
“We feel that the project was 
very successful. The youngsters 
were interested and it seems to 
have increased their interest in 
eating properly. We hope to re­ 
peat and expand it, and we have 
had good, response from lechers 
he said. 
The project was conducted not 
only in Indianapolis schools, but 
in several Boone and Hamilton 
county schools and m 4-H clubs. 
The rats were purchased, with 


funds from the Expanded Foods 
and Nutrition program. Agen.s 
placed them in the schools and 
gave students instructions for 
handling and care. Films, pam­ 
phlets. comics and other supple­ 
mentary material on nutrition 
also were provided. 


The project was a part of the 
innovative Marion county 4-H 
program. Nutrition is also taught 
as a part of The Happening, the 


traveling day camp experience 
in Marion county, through bas­ 
ketball and fashion clinics, with­ 
in the 4-H clubs and through 
church activities. 


“Wre always seem to approach 
nutriton in. a technical way, and 
it is hard for youngsters to re­ 
late *o it,” observed Finneli. 
“We have a need for a more in­ 
formal approach, one which has 
meaning for kids.”

Official Health Certificate 
Requirements 


The Board of Animal Health Rules of past years basic ally still 
prevail with some important changes to be noted as follow*: 
1. Please notice: Title 1, Section 2 — an “approved” copy of 
health certificate is still required to exhibit animals. 
2. Copy of health certificate must be on file in. State Veterin­ 
arian’s Office previous to exhibition. 
3. Please note important change: Title III, Section 2; Title IV, 
Section 2; Title V, Section 3 regarding herd health status — must 
be recorded on health certificate. Animals will not be eligible to 
show unless this is done. 
4. No Tuberculosis test required on animals of either sex if 
from an Indiana farm not under quarantine for Tuberculosis. 
5. Please note: Cattle entering on Brucellosis vaccination in lieu 
of test are required to be accompanied by the Vaccination Cer­ 
tificate. 
6. Health Certificates are required on all swine in carcass shows 
if the swine are to enter at same time as breeding swine and be 
placed in adjoining pens. In shows where all swine are to go di­ 
rectly to slaughter from the exhibition, no health certificate is re­ 
quired. 
7. Animals with excessive and active warts, ringworm, pox, 
pinkeye, or mange will not be permitted to be exhibited. Veterin­ 
arians should be contacted several weeks in advance of the exhi­ 
bition to allow for proper treatm ent of any of these conditions. 
For detailed statements on Animal Health exhibition require­ 
ments contact the Rush County Extension Office for a mimeo­ 
graphed copy.

2. Stock Block tractors are 
tractors with the original fac­ 
tory engine block. Other than 
the block, the engines are very 
speeded up engine components 
with the use of turbochargers 
like the one’s used on the Ford’s 
and Offy’s at the 500 increase

There will be two Stock Block 
classes, 9000 lbs and 12.000 lbs. 
3. Modified (Hot Rod) trac­ 
tors are a different breed alto­ 
gether. These are usually trac­ 
tor rear ends with automobile 
transmissions and engines will 
be varried to all extremes, some 
as the following, 427 Chevy; 426 
Hemi; V-12 Contenial; Y’-8 Ford 
Army Tank; 427 Ford; Allison 
Aircraft; twin V-8 Buck; twin 
440 Dodge; Twin 409 Chevy; 
and Chevy racing engines. 
Anyone who hasn't seen a 
tractor pull of this type will be 
in for an exciting and interest­ 
ing time.
